b. DIR-69901 agked the Station to obtain a list of all Cubans in Cuba 
awaiting transit visas to Mexico. Jeremy k. BENADUM learned that 
approximately four thousand visa applicants are awaiting decisiona oa Mexican 
visas. These transit visas are authorised for igeuance by the Mexican Consul 
in Havana for a six months period and valid for travel of fifteen to thirty days 
im Mexice. Obtaining a list of Per sons for whom visas are authorized does 
not necessarily indicate travel planes since the applicant has six monthe to 
enter Mexico. 


c. Oa 2 October 1963 the Station advieed LITEMPO that the Chinese 
Communists in preparation for their commercial exhibition to be held in 
December 1963 were expected to chip goods aboard a British ship West Bree“ 
which wae scheduled to arrive in Veracruz on 12 October 1963. In this shipraent 
there wae thought to be a large amount of Cammunigt propaganda. LITEMPO 
was asked to intercept this propaganda. 


d. On the night of 23 October 1963 the Chief of Station, Mexico, anhed 
for LITEMPO Support in assisting personnel and recovering property in a 
sensitive TYPIC operation (WAVE-6395 and related cables). The LITEMPO 
group immediately sent an agent to assist the injured personnel and plans have 
been made for a discreet recovery of the proy ty involved. 


travel. In the afternoon of 11 October 1963, after receiving instructivas from 
KUBARK Headquarters, the Station asked the LITE MPO group to make no 
search of subject or otherwise hinder his travel. Subject departed on 12 October 
1963 via Guest Airlines 0339 Hight for Panama. la the event that subject bad 
been searched, BENADUM advised that there 1 no Mexican law which for hide 
the carrying of U.S, curréacy. They could have noted the numbers of the bills
